He Points Out That Christian Love is 
Not Weakness and Not Passion— 
Rev. W. A. Hall's * Discourse 
on 
Man’s 
Conception 
of 
the Al­ 
mighty. 
Rev. R. 0. Denison, pastor of the 
Congregational church spok 3 yesterday 
morning on the essential quality, tak­ 
ing as his text. “ And the Greatest of 
These is Love.” 
He 6aid in part: 
It is my hope this morniug that we 
may take this quality which Jesus 
called the greatest essen t a1, and J vhi:h 
following him Paul had also declared 
to be the great and necessary thing 
in christian character, and see, if we 
can, now great a power it is aud how 
men may reach out and nave that 
power if they will. 
What is christian 
love? 
In the first place it 1b not weakness. 
Neither is christian love passion. 
When we see a man trying to get 
hold of something he wants, we say 
he loves the thing which he desires. 
Bnt that is not christian love. 
Christian love as Christ spoke of it 
and as Paul wrote of it is this—the 
desire that all v e think, say and do 
shall be a benefit to the persons we 
deal with. 
That is surely a plain 
principle and one easy to be used in 
daily iife. 
There is no weakness in 
that. 
Love desires to do what will 
bless men and will do nothing else. 
Christ refused to be the king the Jews 
wanted, and forever that picture of the 
Christ dying for men because he want­ 
ed them to have tho very best heaven 
could give 
iB a convincing protes 
against the idea that love is weak. 
Christian love is not the passion to 
get something for ourselves. 
This 
then is the principle; that love is the 
desire to give real benefit and bless­ 
ing to others, and in many ways in 
practical life can we oarry out this 
plan in our charities, treatment of 
those who have injured us and also in 
oar business life. 
A man or a woman may have all 
other good qualities but they are not 
christians unless the thing that char­ 
acterizes them is that quality of the 
heart that warmly desires always to 
be a benefit to all. 
For while other 
qualities are desirable the greatest of 
these is love. 
Love does not delay. 
It quickly grasps the opportunities to 
do good. 
Love is not selish. 
The 
man who loves only himself shakes 
off the channels by which happiness 
may come to him. 
Many things were within the reach 
of life. We can get knowledge, and we 
can get money; we can get skill, we 
can get hope. These are all worth the 
getting; and we can get love, the 
spirit of wishing and seeking the good 
of all others whom we may meet. For 
God is love, which simply means that 
he desires and seeks the good of hit 
children.

Rev. R. 0. Denison, pastor of the 
Congregational churchspokj yesterday 
morning on the cf sential quality, tak­ 
ing as his text. “ And the Greatest of 
These is Love.” 
He 6aid in part: 
It is my hope this morning that we 
may take this quality which Jesus 
called the greatest easer.t a1,ana] vhi.h 
following him Paul had also declared 
to be the great and necessary thing 
in christian character, and see, if we 
can, now great a power it is and how 
men may reach out and nave that 
power if they will. 
What is christian 
love? 
In the first place it is not weakness. 
Neither is christian love passion. 
When we see a man tryiag to get 
hold of something he wants, we 6ay 
he loves the thing which he desires. 
Bot that is not christian love. 
Christian love as Christ spoke of it 
and as Paul wrote of it is this—the 
desire that all v e think, say and do 
shall be a beoefit to the persons we 
deal with. 
That is surely a plain 
principle and one easy to be used in 
daily iife. 
There is no weakness in 
that. 
Love desires to do what will 
bless men and will do nothing else. 
Christ refused to be the king the Jews 
wanted, and forever that picture of the 
Christ dying for men because he want­ 
ed them to have tho very best heaven 
could give is a convincing protes 
against the idea that love is weak. 
Christian love is not the passion to 
get something for ourselves. 
This 
then is the principle; that love is the 
desire to give real benefit and bless­ 
ing to others, and in many ways in 
practical life can we carry out this 
plan in our charities, treatment of 
those who have injured us and also in 
onr business life. 
A man or a woman may have all 
other good qualities but they are not 
christians unless the thing that char­ 
acterizes them is that quality of the 
heart that warmly desires always to 
be a benefit to all. 
For while other 
qnaliiie8 are desirable the greatest of 
these is love. 
Love does not delay. 
It quickly grasps the opportunities to 
do good. 
Love is not selish- 
The 
man who loves only himself shakes 
off the channels by which happiness 
may come to him. 
Many things were within the reach 
of life. We can get knowledge, and we 
can get money; we can get skill, we 
can get hope. These are all worth the 
getting; and we can get love, the 
spirit of wishing and seeking the good 
of all others whom we may meet. For 
God ie love, which simply means that 
he desires and seeks the good of his 
children.
